"'Recent discoveries in tlie ruins of 
ancient Carthage." 

jCnrthagc, that proud imperial city, 
one-time mistress of the. Media anean, 
the liome of the brave wanderers, Hie 
guardian of vast quantities of treasure 
and priceless masterpieces of art., the 
Carthage of grandeur, wealth and mag- 
nificence that was but is no longer,, 
cannot always keep hidden Its secrets 
and mysteries today this heritage of the 
past is being brought to light: Carth- 
age is being excavated . 

The Count de I'rorok is an eminent 
archaeologist and has been director of 
the Carthaginian orcavulions for 
several years. He wa e sent, out by the 
French Government to investigate thc 
site, and immediately found evidence 
and relics ôf a very advanced civiliz- 
ation which lay buried in tne refuse 
and debris of ft modern but less 
civilized community. He found that 
there had been no less than seven 
different cities built on the same spot, 
but that each in its lime had been 
destroyed. In mythology Queen Dido 
is credited with having founded the 
city which Trojan Aeneas found so 
wonderful and alluring. 

Thi s celebrated man, who will lec- 
ture tonight,, will give his audience the 
benefit of the most recent discoveries 
in this ancient treasure-house. Ho 
could tell of mysterious tales of rob- 
bers and briggands who have tried 'o 
acquire unlawfully objocts produced 
during the golden age of Grecian art, 
objects of which it is sacrilege to 
whisper oven such a word as price, 
he might tell of a heavily laden trea- 
sure ship which even now lies at tho 
bottom of the harbour of Carthage; 
ho ha s pictures taken from an aero- 
plane -of thc excava.tions as they are 
in progress, as well as water colours 
and oils which lie hn s himself pa.lntod' 
showing the fruits of his labours in 
the shape of wonderful antiques. 

Tho Count do Prorok visited McOIll 
las| year and those Who hoard him 
will remember the excellence of his 
lecture at (hut time. Agaiin ni I bis 
season he has consented to address 
the students on the same subject, 
which will be given in the Convocat-

DARTMOUTH ABOLISHES 
FRESHMAN RUSHING 
BY ITSFRATERNITIES 

-■ A drajsticstCD was taken by. the Ad- 
ministration of Dartmouth College last 
weeek when they issued an ediict com- 
manding all fraternities to confine 
their rushing to men in the second or 
highor years. J11 other words aRor 
the close of the present academic year 
no men will be plodged to a fraternity 
at Hanover In his freshman year. The 
new ruling has met with the approval 
of the. student body who almost itnani. 
mously declare It a great. Improve- 
ment over "the old system which re- 
quired so many Interfraternity rules 
and encouraged the breaking of such 
rules. 

Speaking of the ruling It .A. ttead- 
ing, president of the lnterfuculty 
Council at Hanover, staled in an In- 
terview with "Thc Dartmouth" that 
the new I line for pledging does away 
with the necessity for so many rules 
as wore in force tills year and also 
eliminates the consequent inability to 
enforce such rules. Too, the freshmen 
will have more of a chance for a true 
rating, in that athletics Will 1101 be 
overemphasized." 

The announcement of the Adminis- 
tration states in pari: 

"The interpolation of fraternity in- 
terests Into the freshman year ..1 
Dartmouth Is a maladjustment. iir 
processes are harmful lo the class, 
demanding 10 Lhe fraitci'i'llilOH and In- 
jurious to the morale of the College. 

"Tlie increasing seriousness of lhe 
situation during recent years has beei 
largely due to what In many ways 
bus been a desirable development, — 
namely, an increasing number of 
chapters. Coincident with this, never- 
theless, (bo tendency remains among 
niOHt of the fraternities olid and new, 
to establish contracts with men of n 
common type and to judge fraternity 
success by the number of men of this 
kind who are eventually pledged. 
These men 11ggre.gn.te » relatively, 
small group."

Harvard Commons 

Was Notorious 
~ - F or Bad Food 

The clciing of ilia Memorial Halls 
dining-roim marks the end of a Ions 
history of efforts to maintain a "bni- 

When die Unlvojrity was started In 
l«::i;. the Pilgrim Fathers insisted that 
Harvard imitate English universi- 
ties in compelling students to eat at 
a common table Accordingly Nath- 
aniel Eat v., standi the first dlning- 
hall whi m established for Harvard, it 
has been said, ? reputation Cor poor 
food that has clung lo it for almost 
three ccntur'es. 

Willi tha flight at Eaton to England, 
matters began to mend somewhat. 
The commons wpro moved to a newly 
constructed building, in which the el- 
aborate, system of English Commons 
wns scrupulously carried out , 

In spite of repented rines for. eat- 
ing out of commons a strong dislike 
to be herded together and forced 
to eat poor food, gradually drove the 
students H> eating In public taverns. 
The atte.nptx or the authorities to 
enforce tho rules soon aroused .he 
students -xctivo revolts in which they 
niej force with force. The simplest and 
most pomilar expression of disappro- 
val of the fer d consisted in impromp- 
tu bombardments, when the offending 
'>. ;.(S, pics and puddings were hur- 
led njboitt '.he rocm followed, in tlie 
more acute niaui!* stations, by the ta- 
bles ware and utcnsl.s. 

At last In 1825 conditions had reaah- 
ed such a riittth thai the P'aculty. tired 
by a contury nf nrangliug and disip- 
polntmo'its, finally allowed students 
to board at private houses. 

But permissions were granted so 
freely 'hat. by îSt!' Ies s than me- 
sixtb of the College was in Communs. 
By 'his lime the whole business had 
become a white elephant, until, under 
the unexpni't hands of outside specu- 
lators, it proved a lint failure, and 
was abandoned. 

However prints soon lose to such 
an extent (list poorer studonta had to 
"board lliomsolvcs." As one remarked. 
"I can got along quite well for nine 
dollars o term," hi 1865 Thayer Com- 
mons were start"d In tho terminal 
station of l lie "Harvard Branch hall- 
way which had just boon forced oui 
of luislniviii." This vonlure wti.s *«c- 
oesshil that In 1ST I, a t Ml a suggêst- 
lon of President Eliot, who had hem 
niciklng riXtcnnlvc investigations on Hio 
subject both hore and abroad, the con- 
cern \ynk I't'organistod, oxpahded. and 
placed in I lie nnvo of Memorial Hail, 
ivlioi'u it bus t'Oinalnnd until this day. 



DR. ADAMS 
ON GEOLOGY 
IN CEYLON 

Southern District of Island 
Very Ancient 

FORMER? DEAN 

McGill's Ex-professor of Geo- 
logy Lectures to Colombo 
University 

Colombo. Nov. 27. 192-1— East night, 
Dr. r. A. Adams, D.Sc. F. P.. S., 
formerly Dean of the Faculty of science 
and Professor of neology at McCîîli. 
gave a lecture on the geology of Ceylon 
to the Colombo Branch or the Royal 
Asiastic Society. 

Tho distinguished Canadian, wno has 
been studying ge'.ogy in the Orient since 
he served his connection with the 
Montreal University In thc spring com- 
menced by pointing out that History 
Archaeology, and geology were all sec. 
Hons of one great subject. History 
dealt with mankind since written re- 
cords began, Archaeology traced out 
the human story from relics and re- 
mains, while geology explained the 
early tges of trc world, when it was 
forming Into its present shape. 

A geologist deciphered the records Co 
the earth's history by the layers and 
strata of rocks which he found. The 
man in the street was apt to regard the 
earth's crust as without a definite 
structure or story, hut the trained eye, 
looking at a quarry or river bank, s aw 
its well-defined layers or cime stone, 
which had bean slowly pressend into its 
present condition. 

Bach bed of rock contained shells nr 
bones of seaanima'.s, deposited at the 
\\mc the rocks were settled, similar 
to the present marine deposits illustrat- 
ed by the challenger's discoveries. 
While many beds hact heen only slightly 
raised, there was now ont point in the 
Himalayas. 1S.000 feet above sea- level, 
where the rocks were entirely made up 
from Uic remains ot small marine 
creatures. By a study of such sedi- 
ments, which now everywhere compos- 
ed the crust of the earth the geologist 
was able to road thc world's history 
from the earliest times'. 

In prehistoric dtys. there was very 
clear evidence that South India and 
Ceylon comprised an old continent 
which stood out of ihe sea and re- 
present! one ot the earliest land areas 
in history to the north, whore now 
northern India and the Himalayas, once 
stretched a vast ocean. By great earth. 
quake s the bod ot this sea was raised 
to the greatest attitude in the world. 

Ceylon's southern, mountainous dis- 
trict still represented the ancient con- 
tinent, and had not been covered by 
water since the first days of the earth. 
The rest of the Island was more level, 
and showed the within a. recent period, 
speaking in a geological manner, the 
Island had heen raised from the floor of 
the sea. This elevation had doubted the 
previous Island' size, and Illustrated 
the latest chapter in the book of 
geological historv. 

There were . s til| many forces al wo'lt 
on the laud. Throughout the long ags.i 
tlie continent had boon exposed to the 
actiiou or thc weather, and the auclont 
rod rocks were being rotted away to the. 
fertile red soil on which the plantat- 
ions flourished. In these original rocks 
wore found flic gems of Ceylon. 

In conclusion Dr. Adams offered a 
few remarks about the simitiarity and 
the difference betwoen the ancient 
rocks of Canada, with its great mineral 
dt posits, and Hie ancient rocks of Cey- 
lon with this gem deposits. The old 
primitive land area of South Ceylon 
was similar to the Uturentaln Plateau 
some two million square miles in area. 
But in Canada the ice-sheets had car. 
ritd off Its soft soil, leaving the metal 
bearing rocks bare, while In Ceylon tho 
earth remained as a covering.

Every dog has his cay. If we were writing an editorial on 
sessional examinations— and material is not lacking— -we should 
entitle it the book-worm's revenge. The gridiron star's historic 
. dash to save his team from the brink of defeat is a deed of the 
past, and the memory of ijt to-day, for him, is gall. The impas- 
sioned young oraior of yesterday, to-day sits disconsolate in his 
chair wondering how his oration on the status of Czecho Slovakia 
in the League of Nations, can be made to assist him in solving 
differential equations. The devoted student elected months back 
to cater to our gustatorial propensities is still flushed with his re- 
cent victory over grasping middlemen. But who cares if he c'id 
strike a bargain in asparagus tips. The market now is bullish on 
substantial intellectual stocks. 

The hustling sub reporter whose duty it was to snoop around 
long after the fresman's bedtime hour that no scoops might es- 
cape his paper, now shuffles along, his ferret-like eyes gone dim, 
bis sole desire to fall upon the remains of a philosopher's mess 
wherewith to nourish his flagged intellect. 

But why, you ask, this group of mortals cringing as with 
fear ând huddled in the far corner of the stage, while on our 
right enters a beaming bespectacled seraphic youth basking in 
. the warmth of his own glory; the pet of jthe gods; the subject of 
the adultion of the savants who sit as critics. Yon are the poor 
misguided spirits who thought that education consisted nojt sole- 
ly in book learning; who sought to balance their diet with sport, 
i music, journalism. ..Those who lie prostrate are those who followed 
the line of least resistance with scarcely a thought to studies. But 
there are many, yoù see, who strived to keep a proper balance; 
- and maybe they would be found to have succeeded — in the light 
of a broader education — if their work was judged in its entire- 
ty. But this is riot the millenium. Whef.her or not the admixture 
was correct, will only be decided in after life. 

And so, other things being equal, he who made academic 
work his sole concern will carry off the honours with compara- 
tive case, while his brother experiences a trying ordeal. The cur- 
tian falls. The morrow's bulletins carry the verdict of the critic. 
The "lead's" name stands blazoned in letters of gold — according 
i to his merit — while some of his fellow actors are suffered to go 
on and . others aj.e cast aside? It is the drama of life true to the 
minutest detail . 

Just as the scholar may have envied the other man his popu- 
larity, his bonhomie, his friendships, his knowledge of life, so 
his turn has come to occupy the pedestal while the typical col- 
lege student berates his own injudiciousness in dividing his at- 
tention so as to embrace a variety of interests. To win a coveted 
Rhc-ocs Scholarship one needs: "character, intellectual ability 
id physical vigor"; but for the usual university examination only 
one-of, these is necessary. That is something it is well to keep in 
mind.

bave organization work to blame for their presenl dilemma. Man's 
ingenuity has devised a gyroscope whose sensitive action can be 
reljed upon to stabilize propelled bodies against the adverse 
forces which they encounter. Pope said': "The prope r study of 
mankind is Man"; but we have yet to invent a mechanism which 
will keep us constantly advised as to the proper correlation of our 
acuities, as well as to automatically adjust them to the wishes 
of our mentors, to the desires of our potential employers and to 
our own conception of what we consider should be part of our 
mental and physical equipment when we leave college.

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Student Ideals 

Of Twenty Eight Countries 

Published by Courtesy of The New Student 



The work of securing help for European students is now be- 
ing carried on in the colleges by the European Student Relief. In 
spite of the. fact that some colleges, ami à "number of students 
have responded splendidly, as in the 'prist, the E. 5, R; is face to 
face with our characteristic student apathy. Europe is very far 
away; we arc very comfortable. No doubt American students at 
any rate those who have seen, felt or really understood the work 
of the European Student Relief, are fairly familiar with the re- 
markably fair and efficient accomplishment of that body in sup- 
plying material needs of desperate young students throughout 
Europe. It is not strange therefore, that at its international con- 
ference al Elmau, Germany, this year the European Student Re- 
lief and students of 28 countries should face, and (try to analyze 
their ideal of a university. 

That particular question has not been one about which we 
American students have bothered ourselves a great deal. In fact 
most of us have had no ideal whatever" of, a- college ; or univer- 
sity, and for that reason we have been willing to take anything 
offered to us, without question or protest. 

Nevertheless, the* inevitable is upon- us. and throughout the 
land we ate being forced to look at, and evaluate what we are 
getting in .the way of an education, and why we are getting it. 

For those who are honestly searching for something more 
meaningful in our college or university life, we recommend the 
following extract from the report of the Elmau conference, as a 
trend of the [limes. We in America will have to reckon with a re- 
valuation of this sort "whether we will or no." 
FINDINGS: - :~-'\ 

"We. students of 28 lands assembled in conference at El- 
mau, are deeply concerned' because of the tendency" to turn our 
universities into specialist or professional, schools, and to consider 
as science a mere intellectual education out of touch wijth life. 

"The war and the past few years demonstrated that the in- 
tellectual classes of the different countries were no morn masters 
of the situation than any other class or group. The result has been 
that they are in no position today to fulfil (their highest function 
and responsibility— that of leadership in their respective nations. 
This state of affairs must be changed. - .-- -• 

"We therefore urge that our secondary and higher institutions 
of learning should give the students not only specialized profes- 
sional or vocational training, but also an education which shall 
keep them in vital relation to reality and to current evenjts and 
affairs; an education which shall nurture personalities in life; per- 
sonalities equipped with qualifications which will enable them to 
occupy their place and fulfil their function in an " all-inclusive 
world of humanity with super-national eternal values. 

"Such an order does not mean a shallow superficial interna- 
tionalism, but on the contrary, an oic'er in which expression of 
national character — the pre-rftquisitr. basis for every culture or 
civilization — is possible. 

"We regard ourselves as spokesmen of a generation which is 
called upon to establish a new world order x>f mutual understand- 
ing and cooperation. In this spirit we appeal to E. S. R., where- 
ever it wields an influence in determining educational policies and 
principles, to adopt this task as a primary f unction , of its work: 
an-i' in doing so |to render indispensable service to thfr spiritual 
needs of our present student generation. 

"Of many necessary and desirable changes evident to every 
careful student of the question, we submit -the Jollowing as being 
of great importance. In so doing we recognize and regret that ec- 
onomic conditions, a|t present prevailing in many countries, ren- 
der virtually impossible the early realization of the university 
ideals set forth . ' 

"We are resolved: 

(1) That service to the community and' the 'world, and not 
personal gain should be the chief motive with which univer- 
sity study should be undertaken. 

(2) That a more comprehensive international and super- 
national outlook should be fostered in our Universities. 

(3) That Universities should be as fa r as possible free from 
political control or influence. 

(4) That education is complete which does not allow oppor- 
tunity for |the fullest development of artistic instinct and 
talent. 

(5) That no education is complete which does not allow op- 
portunity for the fullest development of man's spiritual na-
